output, wherein the input and output comprise an inductive interface, wherein said 
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potential dependent signal is issued by modulation of an AC signal and in the 
combination as claimed. 

Claims 11-14, 16, and 17 depend from allowable claim 19 and would therefore 
also be allowable.
